L ast year, sta rtin g with only two 
or t hree brick brooders here in the 
county we w ere able by giving d em ­ 
onstrations of their construction an d 
use on some ten farm s to increase th** 
num ber actually’ constructed to around 
Seventy-five in the county- 
Those w ere built largely by fa rm ­ 
ers 
who 
attended 
these d em o n stra­ 
tions and who observed these brood­ 
ers in operation. These brooders are 
popular 
because* 
they 
are cheap to 
construct, co -fing only 2 or 
dollars 
and a few hours work- 
it is safe as th ere is no d an g er o r 
burning 
the 
house 
and 
chickens. 
They are Pimple to operate as woo,! 
is used for fuel, and tins can be ob­ 
tained 
at Hie cost of hauling 
it 
in 
and cutting it into proper lengths for 
tin* brooder- 
You do not have to get lip in the 
night and add fuel or to see if the 
fire is out. A fter this furnace h as be­ 
come well heated one good firing up 
late at night will last till morning-

Oklahoma was born out of the need 
of small cream producers for a bet­ 
ter price for their butter fat.

prices that seemed too low. A survey < 
s h o w e d that 
f lilly 
one-fourth, 
the 
<•rea.ni produced 
in the 
community I 
wa- tieing slapped 
to 
co-operative 
creameries 
outside the .state.

price which these big producers

ceived sometimes 
was several 
cents 
more than the little? producers receiv­ 
ed. The little producers needed that .
